On November 8, 1949 a Conven- | 


tion Referendum Proposition was 
submitted to Local Unions of the 
United Association, in accordance 
with Section 44 of the U. A. Con- 
stitution, requesting all Local Un- 
ions to vote on whether or not the 
United Association should hold a 
Convention in September, 1950. The 
final results of the referendum bal- 
lot were published in the April, 1950 
issue of the U. A. Journal, as fol- 
lows: 
good standing members in the Unit- 
ed Association as of December 31, 
1949, and the eligible votes cast on 
the balloting were 62,846 “in favor” 
and 9,646 “against” holding a Con- 
vention—a total of 71,489 votes cast. 

Under Section 44 of our Consti- 
tution, no Convention will be held 
in 1950 because 55% of the good 
standing membership, which is 79,- 
675 members, should have voted and 
participated in the Convention 
Referendum. Therefore, in compli- 
ance with Section 44 of the Consti- 
tution, all Local Unions will again 
vote as to whether or not the United 
Association shall hold a Convention 
in September, 1951. As this is a very 
important question which requires 
the attention, consideration and ac- 
tion of all Local Unions throughout 
the United States and Canada, the 
Business Office is requesting that 
all members of Local Union No. 342 
participate and vote December 10th 
on the following: “Shall the United 
Association Hold a Convention the 
Coming Year 1951?” 

With very few members out of 
work, the “out of work list” has 
just about dissolved, and within a 
couple more weeks some of our new 
jobs should start.

journeymen. Brother West, in his 
communication, said that he sin- 
cerely regretted the fact that he 
was away from school due to sick- 
ness, the entire week in which the 
graduation exercises were held. The 
one event that he had been looking 
forward to over the years, had to 
be passed by, due to the fact that 
he was confined to his home. 


We are calling a meeting of the 
crystal cutters and the dial refinish- 
ers, for Tuesday, November 28, for 
the purpose of discussing a new 
agreement. 


We cited Peter Gluckman before 
the San Francisco Labor Council. 
The hearing was held last Monday 
before the Executive Board of the 
Labor Council. The two owners of 
the drug store put in their appear- 
ance. Peter Gluckman forwarded a 
communication to the Council in- 
forming them that he was willing 
to join the union and pay dues, but 
would -not pay the initiation fee.

Jerry 
Sullivan, the sole owner of the Oak- 
land Watch Crystal Company, 
reached an; understanding with the 
union and’ the other crystal shop 
owners, at\a meeting held in the 
union office a week ago.

Work has not picked up as fast 
as we expected after the recent 
storms, however men are being sent 
out each day and the situation is 
not serious yet. With continued 
good weather we should be back in 
high speed by the first of the week. 


At the special called meeting of 
the Building Trades Council held 
Tuesday night of this week the 
situation of paid holidays at the 
University of California was thor- 
oughly discussed. It was finally re- 
solved that negotiations be con- 
tinued with the University officials 
and the various state departments 
to have these paid holidays re- 
turned to the employes from whom 
they were removed in 1947. It 
seems a hard matter to convince 
the university officials and even 
some of our own members that con- 
ditions on outside employment 
have greatly changed during the 
past years. At one time employ- 
| ment at the University was consid- 
ered the best spot in the area to be 
employed. At that time we had no 
unemployment insurance which we 
are now enjoying. We had no un- 
employment disability insurance 
which we now enjoy. We had no 
health and hospital benefits which 
we have put into effect on outside 
employment. None of these bene- 


fits and security measures have 
been put into effect by the Univer- 
sity. We are still working on other 
benefits for outside employment 
such as increased benefits on the 
health and hospital plan to provide 
full coverage for not only the work- 
ing member but also his entire 
family, We are also working out 
details to have the employer cover 
| death insurance up to $5,000.00 for 
!the employe. While these plans are 


not going into effect at once, the 
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ing on them and eventually they 
will be placed into and become a 
part of our agreement. 


In contrast to the advancement 
of benefits on the outside employ- | 
ment the University officials have 
seen fit to abrogate the conditions | 
of employment under which the’ 
men went to work for them and are 
fallowing a campaign of removing 
any and all benefits such as paid 
holidays, vacations, sick leave, etc. 
In other words, while we are ad- 
vancing our conditions on outside 
employment we are going back- 
wards so far as the employment at 
the University is concerned. The 
result of this will be that conditions 
will become so intolerable at the 
University that only our poorest 
mechanics will accept employment 
there, there will be no confidence 
of any employment conditions be- 
ing kept by the officials, fringe 
benefits will be gradually taken 
away without any substitution to 
compensate for outside employ- 
ment and the University will be 
placed in the position the same as 
the Oakland Bay Bridge, where the 
painters receive the lowest scale of 
pay anywhere in the West. Then- 
and-then-only will the personne! de- 
partment have accomplished their 
aims.

Weirton Beats Union 


WEIRTON, W. Va. (LPA)—Unit- 
ed Steelworkers-CIO have lost a 
representation election at the Weir- 
ton Steel Co. by more than two to 
one. 

The Independent Steelworkers, 
which won the election, was set up 
last summer after a previous com- 
pany union was outlawed by the 
courts.

NEW YORK (LPA)/Stockhold- 
ers in the General Motors Corpora- 
tion are about to cut the biggest 
melon in U. 8. corporate history. 


On November 6, General Motors 
directors voted dividend disburse- 
ments totaling $223,735,755 to the 
430,452 lucky persons owning shares 
in the giant firm. Quarterly divi- 
dends of a dollar a share plus a 
special year-end $1.50 a share will 
go to 399,989 holders of the 88,208,- 
680 shares of common stock out- 
standing December 9. Common stock 
dividends will amount to $220,521,- 
700. It will be the first payment on 
the common stock since the number 
of shares was doubled October 3 
in a two-for-one split. 


Remainder of the bonanza will be 
paid out early next year. On Febru- 
ary 1, 20,848 holders of “five-dollar 
series” preferred stock will receive 
$1.25 a share for the quarter, 
amounting to $2,294,555 on the 1,-

When the dividend checks are

Ready For Attack

Allen Haywood, national director 
of organization for CIO, announced 
last week at the CIO annual con- 
vention in Chicago that CIO or- 
ganizers are preparing to move in 
on Harry Bridges’ International 
Longshoremen and Warehouse- 
men's Union, which was expelled 
from the CIO on the grounf of be- 
ing under the influence of Commu- 
nists. 

Bridges from San Francisco re- 
plied: “Allen Haywood has been 
making that same speech for the 
past two years... There are many 
things he can’t promise our mem- 
bers. One of them is an accounting 
of CIO funds and another is the 
right to voice and vote on policy.” 
BRIDGES CONFAB RAPPED 

Shortly before the conference 
November 28 called by Bridges in 
Washington, D. C., for representa- 
tives of the various leftist unions 
kicked out of the CIO, the CIO 
News in its California edition told 
of criticism of the Bridges confer- 
ence move by Howard E. Paive, 
head of the right wing committee 
in Warehouse Local 6 of the ILWU. 
Paiva said: 

“ILWU President Harry Bridges 
has joined with other Communist 
party-line union officials in issuing 
a call for a conference of these 
unions to be held in Washington on 
November 28. The announced pur- 
pose of the conference is to fight 
for ‘labor unity,’ and for repeal of 
the Taft-Hartley law and the Mc- 
Carran Act, as well as other matters 
of concern to the legitimate Amer- 
ican labor movement, and also to 
fight for repeal of the Magnuson 
Act to ‘screen’ seamen. 

“From our experience with the 
operations of the Communist party 
in Local 6, we know that there is 
no relationship between what the 
Communists publicly announce as 
their policy and what they actually 
stand for. In the case of the con- 
ference that has been called by 
Bridges and his cohorts, we know 
that the main reason for the con- 
ference will be to use the ILWU to 
bolster the weakening Communist 
party control of such unions as the 
Marine Cooks and Stewards, Mine, 
Mill and Smelter, United Electrical 
Workers, Food and Tobacco Work- 
ers and others.... 


RIGHTIST PROGRAM 

“Our position on the Bridges con- 
ference has got to be: 

“1—Not one cent on Local 6 funds 
should be spent on this. 

“2—Bridges and his party-line 
lackeys shall have no right to com- 
mit the ILWU membership to any 
decisions of this Communist party 
conference, 

“3—No member shall represent 
Local 6 who is a member of the 
Communist Party or who is a con- 
sistent supporter or who actively 
participates in the activities of the | 
Communist party or any fascist or 
totalitarian organization.”

The California Cooperative 
League Newsletter, issued in Berke- 
ley, says: 

In a fantastic move to limit how 
good a food product can legally be, 
the Food and Drug Administration 
recently proposed to set ceilings on 
the amount of such nutritious ele- 
ments as soy flour and wheat germ 
whieh can be put into “white” 
bread. 

The ruling would stop intérstate 
distribution of “Ithaca” formula 
bread as “white” bread. 

Prominent nutritionists, in agree- 
ment on the health value of such 
bread, have challenged the right of 
the Administration (set up to pro- 
tect the consumer) to make such 
a ruling. With added pressure from 
consumer organizations, the Ad- 
ministration is further considering 
the matter.

This kind of a voter 
can always exercise his hindsight 
by crabbing about what public serv 
ants do as though he really expected 
else from a reactionary 
public servant. Exercising  hind- 
sight is a futile practice unless the 
experience is so bitter as to start 
the voter off on the path of using 
foresight. However, it is regrettable 


that even a bitter experience has 
not been sufficient to change the 
voting habits of a great many 
people. 


UNIONS, NATION 
GREW TOGETHER 


Secretary of Labor Maurice J. 
Tobin wrote recently in the Amer- 
ican Federationist: 

“It is quite significant to me that 
this nation and the American labor 
movement are about the same age. 
The United States as a free nation 
and labor unions as an institution 
developed about the same time and 
have grown to power and strength 
together, through many long and 
arduous battles. These twin develop 


ments were coincidental, but the 
coincidence was no accident, 
“For American labor unions are 


characterized by their love of free- 
dom and their economic influence. 
These qualities also symbolize the 


social and economic system in 
which they function, 

“America’s free unions are con- 
trolled exclusively by their own 


members; they are not dominated 
by employers, by any political party, 
or by the government.” 


EXTREME OPINION 


W. B. Yeats in “Dramatis Per- 
sonea” as quoted by N. Y. Times: 

All empty souls tend to exireme 
opinion. It is only in those who have 
built up a rich world of memories 
and habits of thought that extreme 
opinions affront the sense of prob- 
ability. Propositions, for instance, 
which set all the truth upon one 
side can only enter rich minds to 
dislocate and strain, if they can 
enter at all, and sooner or later 
the mind expels them by instinct, 
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jeopardy for the “crime” of having 
spoken our minds, and this could 
happen under the law without any 
right of trial by jury. 
JOKERS IN THE LAW 

Even more serious, if possible, 
are the provisions of the bill con 
cerning “cooperation,” “aiding” or 
“agreeing” with the Communist 
Party or its program. 

Under these restrictions, entirely 
innocent persons are subject to im 


prisonment if an act of theirs is 
found to have in some way bene- 
fited the Communist program. 

Communists say they favor re- 
peal of the Taft-Hartley Act: for 
their own devious purposes they 
also work for public housing. ex 
tension of social security, continu 
ation of rent control and a host of 
other social welfare measures, 

But honest trade unionists and 
other citizens of goodwill could 


easily find themselves enmeshed in | 


the tentacles of the McCarran Bill 

merely because the Communists and 

their front organizations loudly 

espouse the same causes. 

MOVE TOWARD POLICE STATE 
Many other defects in the bill can 

be cited, but they are merely cumu- 


lative in illustration of the same 


basic point. The entire bill takes us 
{on a long step toward the police 
state which Congress was presum- 
ably seeking to prevent in America. 
i Its effect will, in fact, aid the Com- 
munists in the long run. And it will 
be of immediate service to them 
in their constant efforts to discredit 
our democracy, not only in this 
country, but in the eyes of the whole 
world. 


Our careful examination of the 
consequences of this type of legisla- 
tion, has served to strengihen our 
conviction that Communism can not 
be effectively resisted by the old 
American custom of “passing a 
law.” 


Communists have steadily lost in- 
fluence within the labor movement 
by an unceasing exposure of them 
and their phony program, and by a 
day-to-day demonstration by the 
honest leaders of labor that a real, 
American free trade union program 
will bring results. 

BILL'S OPPONENTS HONORED 

In the same way, the final death 
blow Communism everywhere 
can only come through our contin- 
uing to demonstrate in practice that 
our system works. There is no bet- 
ter way to show that we shall ad- 
here firmly to the principles upon 
which that system was founded 
than by forthrightly rejecting this 
kind of restrictive and oppressive 
legislation.

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‘FIRST GREAT LABOR LEADER’ 


Ruben Levin, writing in the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Fyginemen’s Magazine, tells of a recent pamphlet issued by the AFL 


Butchers, entitled “Pioneers of Labor.” An interesting passage is quoted 


from Levin's article below: 

Next the pamphlet tells of the 
“first great American leader of la 
bor’’—William H. Sylvis, a molder, 


who pioneered almost ninety years 


ago in the formation of the Iron 
Molders’ International Union, one 
of the nation’s oldest unions, which 
still survives today. 

Until then, unions were largely 
local. When they called a_ strike, 
they could not match the strength 
;of the employer who shipped in 
stvikebreakers from other areas 
Sylvis realized a stronger form of 
| organization was needed to meet 
the employer on equal terms. He 
led the movement to set up the 
Molders’ International, was elected 
its first president. 


Then he set out to organize locals 
throughout the United States and 
Canada. It was a gruelling task, as 
relates: 


| “Sickness, poverty and cold 
plagued him on these trips. He re- 
ceived not pittance for his work. 
Expenses the trips were 
donated the locals he visited, 
Many times he had bum his 
way for lack of money.”
